A compromise 1s a settlement of difficulties by 
mutual concessions. Let us examine the_mutual- 
ity of the concessions which Mr- Clay’s resolutions

But California is| 
free already : free by her own act; free without, 
any concession of theirs, and without any grace but!

Still further :; this bill derides the trial by jury, se- 
cured by the Constitution. A man may not lose a 
horse without a right to this trial; but he may his 
freedom. Mr. Webster speaks for the South and for 
Slavery ; not for the North and for freedom, when 
he abandons this right. Such an abandonment, it 
would be impossible to believe of one who has earned 
such fame as defender of the Constitution ;—it would 
be more reasonable to suppose the existence of some 
strange misapprehension, had not Mr. Webster, with 
that precision and strength which are so peculiarly 
his own, declared his determination to support this 
hideous bill, ‘« with all its provisions, to the fullest ex- 
tent;” when, at the same moment, another bill of which 
he took no notice, was pending before the Senate, in- 
troduced by Mr. Seward of New York, securing the 
invaluable privilege of a jury trial.

Mr. Clay proposes to give, both to Maryland and to 
the citizens of the District, a veto on this subject— 
an absolute veto, not a qualified one like that of the 
President of the United States; but one that will 
control, not majorities merely, but an absolute una- 
nimity in both branches of Congress.

“Besides printing works in defence of the slave 


Court of the United States has decided we are not 
bound to do, in relation to fugitive slaves, and our 
colored citizens to being kidnapped and spirited 
away into bondage; and they foreclose, ia favor of 
the South, the disputed question of the inter-State 
commerce in slaves. In one particular only do they 
appear to concede anything to Northern rights, or 
Northern convictions, or Northern feelings. They 
propose to transfer the District of Columbia slave 
trade across an ideal line into Virginia or into Ma- 
ryland, so that the slave planter or slave trader.

During the past week, the principal attraction has 
been the unrolling of a Mummy by Mr. Gliddon, the 
Oriental traveller and lect: ver. This one, he had 
reason to suppose, was about °.500 years old, and to 
be that of an Egyptian priestess. A natural curiosity 
to assist at the toilette of a Indy of such rank and 
standing filled the Tremont Temple, as might be ex- 
pected. The first day was devoted chiefly to the open- 
ing of the inner coffin, which was standing on its feet, 
facing us, when we went in, It had been taken out of 
the larger outer coffin, previously, which stood gaping 


at us fro the side of the platforny The imner coffin 
was fitted to the re, au e carved face was sup- 


posed to be a likeness of the “party,” as Mr. Mould 
would say, inside. It had heen very handsomely 
painted and gilt, of which there were some remains 
left. The shape of the coffin fixed its date as poste- 
rior to the year B, C. 1500, as, previously to that re- 
cent date, the coffins had been square ‘The inscription 
on the coffin was partially obliterated by the bitumen 
with which it had been smeared before placing it in its 
outer case. After these explanations had been made, 
the coffin was laid on its back, and a carpenter began 
to saw it around the sides. As this was a delicate 
operation, it took about half an hour to complete it. 
The anxiety of Mr. Glidon, and the intense interest of 
the spectators, was very marked at this critical mo- 
ment. But upon his taking off the upper half of the 
coffin, there lay the mummy, wrapped! in its cerements 
of linen cloth, beautifully clean and fresh, the hiero- 
glyphics upon them as distinct as if written yesterday.

« Phe Africans are to be landed this morning at Fort 
Augusta, as we have been given to understand.” 

The same journal, of the 25th, gives the following 
account of the disposition of the slaves : 

«The Africans who formed the cargo of the brig 

Clementio, prize to I, M. schooner Bermuda, were 
landed, to the number of 245 (all who survive of the 
984 on board the prize at the time of her capture), on 
Thursday morning, at Fort Augusta, in compliance 
with an order of the Executive, from which period they 
are placed under the charge of the principal officers of 
the customs of Kingston. We learn that, as a body, 
the Africans were in better health and condition than 
they are usually landed in after’ so long a voyage. A 
few of them, however, were affected with scurvy, and 
were very weak, and it is probable that several deaths 
will yet take place among them. The majority of them 
are represented as being healthy and comparatively 
strong. 
“They will remain at Fort Augusta until the adju- 
dication of the vessel and cargo by the Vice Admiralty 
Court, and they will then no doubt be placed under 
the charge of the Agent General of Immigration, to be 
disposed of by him according to the provisions of the 
British statute, which directs that any slayes taken 
and condemned in Jamaica should be apprenticed out 
for seven years. These people cannot, of course, come 
within the provisions of our immigration acts. We 
hope that whenever it becomes the duty of the Exeou- 
or others to dispose of the cargo they will he carefully 
apportioned among agricultural applicants, and not 
converted into domestic servants, as a former cargo 
was, many years ago, to the great injury of the people 
themselves, and to the vast discomfort of those who 
received them.”

—New Screntiric Discovery.—The Paris cor- 
respondent of the London Times says: “The scientific 
world has been in a state of commotion during the 
whole week, in consequence of the publication of the 
discovery of the long sought for secret of the fusion 
and crystilization of carbon. The Sorbonne has been 
crowded for the last few days to behold the result of 
this discovery in the shape of a tolerably-sized diamond 
of great luster, which M. Desprezt, the happy disco- 
yerer, submits to the examination of eyery chemist or 
savant who chooses to visit him. He declares that as 
long ago as last Autumn he had succeeded in producing 
the diamond, but in such minute particles as to be visi- 
ble only through the microscope, and, fearful of raising 
irony and suspicion, he had kept the secret until, by 
dint of repeated experiments and great labor, he hhad 
completed the one he now offers to public view. Four 
solar lens of immense power, aided by the tremendous 
galvanic pile of the Sorbonne, have been the means of 
producing the result now before us.
